Nizamahad Tehsils an<l cash prizes were allotted hy 
the Veterinary Department in this connection. Limnaea 
aduminata was seen in abundance in Banswada taluq, 
and it was observed that the intensity of the >nails varierl 
with water-logging in the area.

Osteomalacia. — Kopnur, a village in Jatpol Sanias- 
than had a large number of cattle sufferin,g from this 
trouble.

This 
was also the exirerience of the Assist^t Entomologist 
of the Lmpetial Veterinar)' Research Institute,' Mukteswar, 
engaged in the investigation of warbles who bad visited 
Hydiembad during the year under report. 

PjMBiaBaonia in Calves. — Material collected on post- 
mortem examination of a bull-calf at the Cattle B%rm, 
Hinguli, revealed on histological examination pneumonia 
with cxteiwlvc fMscrotic areas (abscesses) surrounded by 
giant cell formation. Very numerous clusters of dipth- 
eroids were seen in the necrotic areas. 


CbetHimm DaMnne df Sheep. — Circling dybease in sheep 
is a teaaonal occurrence aasoeiated with the rainy season. 
At there was a general shortage of rains during the year 
under mpmi, no outbreak of this diisease was reported.

The Assistiint Veterinary Surgeon, Faltencheni, 
carried out his routine rural uplift work. He visited all 
the 14 villages under the centre and gave advice on 
matters relating tj) live-stock. 

A batch of 35 head-ma.st<*rs from pnnmrj’ seh<M)lh 
and a batch of students from Himajatsagar Fann who 
were deputed here for training, u-ceived lectures on 
veterinary matters. 

In the Health Week at Pattancheru, Medak, and 
Khammam, the department held ('attle Sh»n\.s delivered 
lectures on veterinary’ subjt*cts. Tht- veterinary officials 
of all the dlstrictfi visited the villages selected for rural 
uplift work several times tluring the year and sugg«*sted 
to villagers measures for improvement »»f their cattle 
stock, maintenance of cattle stables under .hygienic con- 
ditions and prevention of diseases. 

A scheme for departmental propaganda w-as sanc- 
tioned during the year and others continued to be under 
the consideration of Government.

The following are a few of the di.st*.'use.s that occurred 
among the live-stock iluring the jear; — 

worms, debility, sprain, .splints diarrliota, .-tiongy- 
losis, colic, indigestion, conjunctivitis, tympanites 
wounds, piroplosmosis, and one cast* of Surra. 

A few deaths amongst bovines of the farm wne due 
to strongylosis, T. Mutaas, snake-bite, pneumonia, navel- 
ill, and gastro-enteritis. 

The average number of in and outfiatients tieawd 
at the Stud Farm, Hingoli, during the year under refmrt, 
was 36.9 against 23.3 during the previous year.

The work of demonstrating clean milk production, 
handling and distribution of milk was continued as 
before. A change in the system of milk distribution was 
effected, ie., two centres for distribution of milk were 
opened aA Fathai;^ and Narayanguda Veterinary Dis- 
pensaries. Milk from the farm was brought direct to 
these centres in milk van and from there door-to-door 
deUmy was made by delivery boys on special bicycles 
pmdiased for this purpc«e. This has resulted in appreci- 
able redixtkm In the expenditure.

Aa before, manufacturing compost by Indore method 
was carried out during the year.
